Fearsome  Forest 

Terror  Lurks  in  Rochester  Woods

For  Arthur  De  Mello,  Halloween  means  more 
than  trick  or  treating,  costumes  and  candy  —  it's  a  time 
for  frightfully  good  fun.  For  years,  Mr.  De  Mello  and  a 
group  of  community  volunteers  have  devoted  their  time 
and  effort  to  organizing  and  running  a  "haunted  house" 
type  attraction  in  late  October  ...  first  with  the  Children's 
Museum  in  Dartmouth  nearly  ten  years  ago,  and  then  for 
several  years  as  the  popular  Chamber  of  Horrors  on  West 
Island  in  Fairhaven. 

Though  the  group  has  been  notably  absent  from 
the  scene  for  the  past  two  years,  they've  risen  from  the 
grave  this  year  to  present  "Terror  in  the  Woods,"  an  even 
more  frightening  and  scary  stroll  through  the  dark 
corners  of  the  Bowen  Lane  Stables  property  in  Rochester. 
And  for  anyone  who's  driven  through  the  ominous  tree- 
lined  roads  of  Rochester  at  night,  you  can  appreciate  the 
thought  of  walking  through  a  pitch-black  forest  infested 
with  ...  well,  who  knows  what! 

"We've  been  spoiled  with  doing  the  indoor 
(haunted  house) ...  it's  more  challenging  out  here  in  the 
open,"  Mr.  De  Mello  said  during  recent  work  at  the  site. 
"But  I  think  people  will  enjoy  it.  We've  always  prided 
ourselves  on  being  original." 

Even  in  its  initial  stages  of  construction,  a 
daylight  walk  through  the  Terror  in  the  Woods  site  was 
eerily  spooky  —  twisting  and  turning  through  thick  trees 
and  bushes.  It's  obvious  that  participants  won't  be  able  to 
see  what's  around  the  corner  ...  and  the  Chamber  of 
Horrors  gang  will  have  ample  nooks  and  crannies  from 
which  to  emerge. 

"We  had  a  training  session  (recently)  at  night,  and 
it  was  dark,"  Mr.  De  Mello  said.  "We're  going  to  have 
people  lead  groups  through  with  lanterns." 

According  to  Mr.  De  Mello,  the  Delowery  Family 
of  Rochester  has  been  very  helpful  in  allowing  them  to 
use  their  property  for  this  year's  Halloween  site.  He  and 
his  volunteers  were  diligently  working  to  clear  a  path 
through  the  thick  woods  last  week,  and  he  said  he  hoped 
this  would  become  an  annual  event. 

"(The  Delowery  family)  has  been  great,"  Mr.  De 
Mello  said.  "They  even  wanted  us  to  do  something  bigger, 
on  a  scale  like  Spooky  World,  but  we  don't  have  the 
resources  to  do  anything  that  big." 

Mr.  De  Mello  and  his  volunteers  comprise  the 
non-profit  group  Chamber  of  Horrors,  Inc.,  which 
produced  the  haunted  house  on  West  Island  in  Fairhaven 
for  many  years.  All  proceeds  from  the  event  will  benefit 
area  events  for  young  and  old  alike  ...  and  he  hopes  that 
their  return  this  year  will  spark  renewed  interest  from 
area  residents.

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Path  Progress 

Marion  Hearing  to  Examine  Pathway 

On  Monday,  October  26,  the  Circulation 
Committee  of  the  Marion  Planning  Board  will  hold  an 
open  hearing  to  outline  and  discuss  its  recommendations 
for  the  redesign  and  reconstruction  of  Creek  Road.  The 
proposals  for  the  redesign  will  incorporate  a  multi-use 
pathway. 

The  meeting  will  start  at  7:30  pm  in  the  main 
conference  room  of  the  Marion  Town  House.  The  purpose 
of  this  meeting  will  be  to  talk  about  the  committee's 
specific  recommendations  for  Creek  Road  and  to  consider 
incorporating  into  its  recommendations  suggested 
changes  or  enhancements  made  by  those  attending  and 
otherwise  received  by  the  committee. 

Before  making  its  draft  proposal,  the  committee 
carefully  reviewed  the  physical  features  of  the  Creek  Road 
right  of  way.  Most  of  its  members  walked  and  inspected 
the  full  length  of  the  road.  The  committee  or  a 
representative  met  with  and  discussed  the  project  with 
the  town's  Executive  Secretary,  Chief  of  Police,  and 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works.  Individual  members 
volunteered  many  hours  to  prepare  schematic  plans  for 
the  road  that  incorporated  into  the  design  a  pathway 
suitable  for  pedestrians,  children  on  bicycles,  and  other 
forms  of  light  recreation.  Also,  the  use  of  multi-purpose 
pathways  was  discussed  with  local  residents  and  the 
general  public  on  many  occasions,  and  incorporated  their 
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comments  where  feasible. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  comments  of 
those  who  made  known  their  views  on  the  pathway,  the 
committee  has  drafted  a  plan  such  that,  when  Creek  Road 
is  redesigned  and  reconstructed,  the  following  will  be 
addressed  and  incorporated  into  the  plan  for  the  forty- 
foot  wide  town-owned  right  of  way: 

1.  Two  motor  vehicle  travel  lanes; 

2.  A  pathway  generally  eight  feet  in  width 
suitable  for  pedestrians  and  light  recreational  use  on  the 
south  side  of  the  motor  vehicle  lanes; 

3.  A  suitable  vegetative  buffer  between  the  road 
and  the  pathway; 

4.  The  motor  vehicle  lanes  and  the  pathway  have 
been  integrated  into  the  private  and  public  landscaping  to 
the  greatest  degree  possible; 

5.  For  safety,  the  separation  between  the  travel 
lanes  and  the  pathway  are  as  great  as  possible  at  all 
points.  (This  separation  has  been  compromised  to  the 
degree  necessary  to  preserve  features  such  as  large  stones, 
and  mature  trees  and  to  provide  easy  passage  around 
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them); 

6.  Encroachment  on  and  filling  of  wetlands  is 
limited  to  that  necessary  to  create  a  road  and  pathway 
sufficient  to  assure  safe  passage  of  vehicles  and  persons 
in  the  roadway.  Full  compliance  with  all  environmental 
laws  and  regulations  is  a  requirement  of  the  project; 

7.  Curbs,  gutters,  berms,  shoulders,  and  other 
features  of  the  motor  vehicle  lanes  have  been  designed  to 
accommodate  safe  passage  of  all  road  and  pathway  users; 

8.  Standard  civil,  safety,  traffic  and  other 
engineering  practices,  including  the  recommendations  of 
professional  societies  and  associations  such  as  the 
American  Association  of  State  Highway  and 
Transportation  Officials  (AASHTO)  have  been 
incorporated  into  the  redesign  of  the  road; 

9.  Relocation  of  mail  boxes,  utility  poles,  and 
other  features  are  limited  to  what  is  required  to  construct 
a  safe  and  visually-attractive  roadway.  Such  relocations 
have  taken  into  account  the  impact  on  abutters. 

The  October  26  meeting  will  only  concern  the 
proposed  plan  physical  redesign  and  reconstruction  of 
Creek  Road.  Subsequent  meetings  will  be  held  to  discuss 
the  redesign  and  reconstruction  of  each  of  the  other  six 
roads  at  such  time  as  the  committee  makes  it  plan  for 
each. 

Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  Meeting 

October  20, 1998

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of  Selectmen  was 
called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  October  20  at  7:05  pm  by  Chairman  Paul  E. 
Lambalot.  Also  present  were  Selectman  Michele  C.  Bernier,  Selectman  Barry 
J.  Denham,  and  Secretary  Melody  Pacheco.  Executive  Secretary  Carol  Adams 
was  not  present  for  the  meeting. 

The  board  first  greeted  a  packed  room  of  residents  representing 
the  Brant  Beach  Improvement  Association  (BBIA)  who  were  concerned  about 
the  recent  announcement  that  the  state  had  purchased  the  so-called  Brant 
Point  Development  project  from  the  private  developer.  News  reports  have 
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suggested  the  property  will  be  used  as  a  state  park  and  be  retained  for  open 
space. 

But  residents  of  the  Brant  Beach  and  Leisure  Shores  area  were 
adamantly  opposed  to  this  change  of  plans,  and  the  apparent  political 
motivations  governing  the  purchase.  They  were  also  keenly  upset  that  the 
town  officials  were  not  made  aware  of  the  purchase ...  and  that  residents 
were  not  given  the  opportunity  to  voice  their  opinion. 

After  holding  an  emergency  meeting  last  Friday,  a  spokesperson 
for  the  BBIA  cited  the  group's  reasons  for  opposing  the  state  purchase:  "We 
don't  feel  a  state  park  is  in  the  best  interest  of  Mattapoisett  or  the  Leisure 
Shores  area  ...  we  feel  this  is  a  'land  grab'  attempt  by  Governor  Cellucci  in  an 
attempt  to  get  votes.  We  believe  the  (previously)  approved  plan  for  130 
cluster  homes  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town.  In  a  recent  study,  it  was 
noted  that  the  impact  of  building  new  homes  on  a  new  community  is 
immediate  and  continues  for  years  after  that ...  an  estimated  100  new  homes 
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adds  $7.6  million  in  revenue  to  the  area  and  generates  some  $655,000  in  local 
taxes.  This  (announcement)  is  a  blow  to  Mattapoisett's  economy  and  is  very 
serious." 

She  went  on  to  say  that  "a  major  tax  increase  is  inevitable"  due  to 
the  lost  revenue  that  the  project  would  have  generated.  "We  realize  we  will 
not  get  water/sewer  now,  and  we  deplore  the  hours  spent  by  so  many 
people  on  this  project ...  so  much  wasted  time.  We  think  the  town  was 
deceived,  we  don't  know  why  the  town  officials  weren't  made  aware  of  this 
purchase,  we're  angry  that  the  future  of  this  town  has  been  (compromised) 
by  the  state,  and  we  would  like  answers  on  these  issues." 

"I  never  expected  the  state  to  spend  $8  million  on  that  piece  of 
land,"  Selectman  Lambalot  said. 

"Someone  obviously  made  a  good  pitch  on  behalf  of  the  town  and 
we  weren't  made  aware  of  the  situation,"  Selectman  Denham  said. 

Many  residents  felt  that  Selectman  Bernier  had  prior  knowledge 
of  the  purchase,  and  wanted  to  know  why  the  other  town  officials  weren't 
privy  to  this  information.  "I've  known  the  property  has  been  for  sale  for  a 
year,"  Selectman  Bernier  said.  "But  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  state 
purchase.  I  walked  the  property  with  the  state  in  1996,  but  I  had  no  influence 
on  their  decision.  I  can't  even  get  my  fellow  board  members  to  purchase  a 
telephone,  let  alone  sell  land  to  the  state.  I  have  no  influence  here!" 

Town  Counsel  Daniel  Perry  shared  some  of  the  information  he 
had  obtained  in  speaking  to  someone  at  the  state  Department  of 
Environmental  Management  (DEM).  "Obviously  this  is  a  political  season, 
and  I  was  told  the  project  came  up  very  quickly,"  Mr.  Perry  said.  "In  fact,  the 
agreement  was  reached  only  3  or  4  hours  before  Governor  Cellucci's  press 
conference.  Keep  in  mind  that  an  eminent  domain  taking  is  required  to 
purchase  the  land,  so  the  state  will  be  looking  for  town  approval  before 
proceeding." 

Though  many  residents  present  were  opposed  to  the  state 
purchase,  some  were  pleased  with  the  news.  "I  believe  that  we're  not  in  the 
minority  ...  although  we  may  be  in  the  minority  here  tonight,"  said  resident 
Diane  Perry.  "There  are  many  people  I  know  in  the  area  who  are  pleased

with  the  purchase." 

The  board  noted  that  a  representative  from  the  DEM  will  be 
coming  to  discuss  this  matter  further  at  a  later  date,  and  they  hope  to  have 
more  answers  at  that  time.  Chairman  Lambalot  also  assured  residents  that 
they  will  be  notified  of  this  public  meeting  beforehand.  "You  can  expect  the 
state  to  explain  what  their  use  for  the  project  is,"  said  Attorney  Perry. 

At  7:30  pm  the  board  met  with  the  heads  of  various  town 
departments  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  purchasing  and  implemenbng  a 
Geographic  Information  Survey  (G1S)  system  for  the  town.  Although  most 
people  agreed  it  would  be  worthwhile  to  look  into,  they  suggested 
appointing  a  committee  (five  or  seven  members)  to  report  back  to  them  on 
the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  GIS  set-up,  which  allows  for  the 
categorizing  of  town  data  via  computerized  maps.  Such  information  as  crime 
statistics,  population  changes,  fire  calls,  student  numbers,  and  the  like  can  all 
be  loaded  into  the  system,  along  with  property  lines,  assessors'  maps,  and 
open  space  designations. 

"Most  communities  who  have  started  using  the  GIS  system  find  it 
is  a  great  resource,"  Town  Counsel  Daniel  Perry  said. 

"I  think  one  of  the  critical  assessments  is  whether  the  Board  of 
Assessors  can  use  it  or  not,"  said  Peter  Kortright.  "If  the  Assessors  can  see  a 
benefit  to  using  hand-drawn  maps  or  other  methods,  we  should  know  that." 
Mr.  Kortright  also  suggested  that  a  demonstration  of  the  GIS  system  be  given 
to  all  department  heads  at  some  point  in  the  near  future. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  agreed  to  seek  out  volunteers  to  serve  on 
the  GIS  Committee  to  determine  its  feasibility  for  the  Town  of  Mattapoisett. 
Those  interested  (whether  town  employees  or  not)  are  urged  to  contact  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  c/o  Mattapoisett  Town  Hall. 

Selectman  Denham  then  told  his  fellow  board  members  that  the 
town  had  been  offered  the  opportunity  to  purchase  the  so-called  Mclntire 
property  adjacent  to  the  Police  Station  on  Route  6  (also  known  as  Mahoney's 
Field).  The  estimated  9.7-acre  parcel  of  land  abuts  both  the  Police  Station  and 
the  Saunders  Funeral  Home,  and  might  be  of  use  for  recreational  or  other 
town  purposes. 

Resident  Sharon  Briggs  suggested  that  the  property  be  used  to 
build  a  Little  League  baseball  field  and/or  skate  park  facility.  "My  son  enjoys 
skateboarding ...  but  he's  not  allowed  on  the  wharf  or  Ned's  Point,"  Ms. 
Briggs  said.  "This  would  give  the  kids  a  place  to  go,  and  I've  mentioned  this 
to  the  Recreation  Director  and  he  supports  the  idea.  And  I  think  it  would  be 
appropriate  to  name  the  park  after  someone  who's  done  so  much  for  the  kids 
(of  Mattapoisett)  —  'Mudgie'  Tavares." 

The  board  agreed  they  would  have  to  meet  with  the  owners  of  the 
property  first  to  determine  if  a  purchase  agreement  was  in  order,  and  they 
would  consider  suggestions  for  the  property  at  that  time.

Ms.  Pacheco  informed  the  board  that  the  company  which  sold 
them  the  portable  handicap-accessible  bathroom  facility  has  offered  to 
purchase  the  unit  back  for  $1,300  —  a  mere  $400  less  than  what  they  paid  for 
it  a  year  ago. 

But  Selectman  Bernier  suggested  they  might  want  to  consult  the 
ADA  Coordinator  first  to  see  if  the  facility  could  be  of  use  at  the  town  beach 
or  Ned's  Point.  "I  know  the  committee  is  looking  into  making  those 
(facilities)  handicap-accessible,"  she  said.  "We  might  have  to  pay  $2,500  for 
one  next  year." 

Both  Selectman  Lambalot  and  Selectman  Denham,  however,  felt 
they  should  sell  it  back  to  the  company  since  they  no  longer  have  any  use  for 
it.  "If  we  need  another  one  someday,  we  can  buy  it,"  Selectman  Denham 
said.  "We've  got  a  handicap-accessible  bathroom  in  Town  Hall  now,  let's  get 
rid  of  (the  portable  one)."  With  that,  the  board  voted  to  sell  it  back  to  the 
company  via  majority  vote,  with  Selectman  Bernier  in  sole  opposition.

approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Assessors  with  a  unanimous  vote. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  the  approval  of  treasury  warrant 
#17,  which  was  accepted  by  all  members,  followed  by  a  request  for  an  All- 
Alcoholic  License  from  the  Marion  Music  Hall  for  an  upcoming  dinner  party. 
This  was  also  unanimously  approved  by  all  members  of  the  board. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Pickles  as  the  town's  loan  officer  was 
brought  to  the  table  in  recommendation,  and  was  voted  by  all  in  favor.  The 
minutes  from  the  October  13  meeting  were  unanimously  approved.

At  7:10  pm  the  next  appointment  was  with  the  Marion  School 
Committee  that  began  with  Sippican  School  Principal  Mary  Lou  Hobson 
introducing  the  newly-appointed  Superintendent  of  Schools  Eli2abeth 
Quinn.  "(Ms.  Quinn)  has  been  very  active  since  day  one,"  Ms.  Hobson  said. 
Ms.  Hobson  followed  with  the  comment  that  this  year  has  started  off  very 
smoothly  and  only  some  minor  changes  were  made  in  the  busing  schedule 
route.  Ms.  Quinn  addressed  the  board  by  stating  how  "thrilled  she  is  to  be  in 
the  position  which  has  lived  up  to  every  hope  and  dream  I  could  have 
anticipated."  Ms.  Quinn  expressed  her  admiration  for  the  support  Marion 
gives  to  its  residents  and  hopes  to  one  day  "add  to  the  community  as  a 
resident  of  Rochester  and  as  the  Superintendent  of  all  schools."

She  expressed  her  availability  to  all  residents,  teachers  and 
students  in  the  communities  and  intends  to  continue  her  goal  of  visiting 
every  school  each  week  and  though  realizing  that  a  busy  year  has  "forced  so 
much  exposure  with  the  construction  plan  and  elections,  there  is  no  harm  in 
setting  such  a  high  goal"  to  continue  the  communication  in  school  priorities. 

The  School  Committee  discussed  plans  which  have  been 
developed  by  the  Building  Committee  and  have  been  given  to  the  architect 
as  progress  moves  along  so  everyone  remains  on  the  same  page  in  the 
school's  construction.  This  year  the  committee  will  focus  a  great  deal  of 
attention  on  the  recently-received  MCAST  test  results,  a  statewide  test 
administered  by  the  Department  of  Education.  Marion  third-graders  scored 
the  highest  in  the  area  coming  in  the  74th  accumulative  percentile  which  is 
two  points  higher  than  last  year.  In  the  year  2002,  all  students  will  have  to 
pass  this  test  in  order  to  graduate  from  high  school.  The  complete  results  will 
be  published  after  November  3.  This  is  the  only  test  that  is  able  to  give 
results  on  an  individual  basis  that  the  school  system  will  work  together  to 
have  by  the  end  of  this  year. 

With  the  smooth  start  to  this  school  year,  Principal  Hobson 
informed  the  board  that  the  school's  staff  was  operating  at  full  capacity  by 
the  second  week  with  all  positions  filled  and  the  open  house  was  well- 
attended,  with  the  average  class  size  of  18.5  students  and  the  highest  of  20 
and  Kindergarten  with  13  students.  Enrollments  are  projected  to  continue  to 
grow  as  the  year  progresses. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  the  committee  set  its  goals  that  will 
enable  them  to  move  forward  in  the  process  to  better  examine  their  role  and 
to  strengthen  the  curriculum  and  future  plans.  Principal  Hobson  added  with 
excitement  that  they  have  for  the  first  time  been  able  to  look  at  themselves 
and  performance  under  the  Commonwealth's  regulations  and  with  a  draft 
statement  plan  their  functions  with  a  calendar  and  subcommittee  that  is  now 
in  the  reflective  process. 

Building  goals  was  next  discussed  by  the  Sippican  School 
Building  Committee.  It  was  reported  that  the  population  figures  showed  an 
increase  of  four  percent  for  both  school  enrollment  and  town  population 
over  the  past  four  years  proved  an  even  correlation.  A  three  percent  growth

rate  was  projected  into  the  year  2013  for  what  the  school  size  could  actually 
be  with  a  maximum  of  800  students.  The  board  has  approached  each 
visionary  project  for  the  expansion  that  will  give  the  largest  capacity  results 
to  carry  the  long  range  strategy  into  the  next  20  years.  The  board  agreed  that 
this  type  of  long  term  visionary  project  is  not  done  by  many  towns  in 
Southeastern  Massachusetts,  and  Marion's  choice  to  do  the  research  now  will 
enable  them  to  achieve  a  design  that  will  facilitate  the  highest  numbers  later. 

Mr.  Davidson  reported  to  the  board  that  the  new  computer  lab 
addition  provided  by  the  recent  state  grant,  added  eight  more  computers  to 
the  now  total  of  22  in  the  school.  They  are  all  networked  together  with 
internet  access  and  the  older  computers  were  moved  to  the  library  to  create 
an  automated  card  catalogue  system.  He  concluded  by  saying  that  anyone 
who  is  updating  their  home  systems  and  wants  to  give  equipment  in 
donation,  they  would  be  able  to  use  both  Macintosh  and  IBM.  Sippican 
School  now  has  its  own  web  page  and  an  addition  of  two  new  scanners  and 
one  video  camera  to  aid  in  multimedia  projects.  There  will  be  free  training 
for  all  teachers.

The  Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council  reported  to  the  board  that 
in  1986  they  received  their  first  grant  of  $6000  dollars  and  11  years  later  will 
be  receiving  a  total  of  $122,000  to  mark  their  progress.  The  council  currently 
works  with  60  children,  32  of  which  are  in  special  needs.  They  feel  with  more 
educabon,  public  awareness  and  organized  play  groups  they  can  reach  their 
goals  to  access  families  with  children  before  they  are  three  years  old  to  detect 
problems  that  can  be  covered  under  insurance. 

The  school  budget  compilation  of  four  drafts  are  now  due 
November  1.  Mr.  Pickles  stressed  the  importance  of  the  school  drafts  for  the 
budget  committee,  as  they  make  up  almost  50  percent  of  spending,  as  it  is 
horrendous  to  work  without  them.  Ms.  Quinn  added  that  their  goal  for  the 
next  couple  of  years  is  to  be  more  expedient.  The  Assistant  Superintendent  is 
due  to  retire  December  3,  and  this  will  add  some  changes  for  a  while. 

At  8:05  pm  the  Circulation  Committee  reported  that  the  public 
hearing  will  be  held  Monday,  October  26  at  7:00  pm  in  the  main  conference 
room  to  review  a  plan  useful  for  Creek  Road.  All  abutters  were  sent  a  letter 
inviting  them  to  attend. 

At  8:07  pm  Lee  Hayes  of  the  Finance  Committee  (FinCom) 
addressed  the  first  issue  of  the  Land  Bank  proposal  which  was  only  to 
discuss  the  article  requirements  for  the  Town  Meeting  to  set  the  percentage 
of  funds  needed  to  attain  their  goals.  Voters  will  be  able  to  vote  on  the  land 
bank  surcharge  proposal  which  will  have  total  figures  accumulated  for  tax 
increase  by  the  November  5  hearing. 

At  8:30  pm  the  board  reviewed  correspondence  that  included  a 
unanimous  vote  to  accept  the  re-election  of  officers  for  the  Council  on  Aging, 
the  reaffirming  of  the  oyster  season  to  start  on  October  19  as  requested  by 
Shellfish  Officer  Charles  J.  Bradley,  approval  to  close  a  section  of  Zora  Road 
on  November  19  for  the  Cub  Scouts'  Soapbox  Derby,  a  drafting  of  a  letter  of 
support  for  the  Music  Hall  and  a  request  for  the  Animal  Control  Officer  to  be 
present  at  Animal  Inspector  meetings. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the  board,  they 
unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening  at  8:35  pm.

Golden  Retriever  Calendars 

Established  in  1985,  the  Yankee  Golden  Retriever 
Rescue,  Inc.  (YGRR)  is  a  voluntary,  non-profit  charitable 
organization  which  is  dedicated  to  providing  veterinary 
care,  comprehensive  evaluation,  and  adoptive  homes  for 
Golden  Retrievers  who  are  abandoned,  mistreated, 
neglected,  or  left  in  pounds  throughout  six  New  England 
states.  Since  its  founding,  YGRR  has  provided  rescue 
services  to  thousands  of  Golden  Retrievers. 

This  year's  fund-raising  calendar  features 
"Misty"  (#2108)  who  was  relinquished  to  YGRR  at  the  age 
of  seven  weeks  with  five  of  her  littermates.  The  owner 
could  not  provide  the  puppy  shots  which  were  necessary 
for  legal  sale  in  that  state.  YGRR  staff  worked  tirelessly  to 
provide  an  enriching  environment  for  this  unsocialized 
litter  of  puppies  to  encourage  appropriate  behaviors  in 
their  future  homes.

FERRETS 

I  am  thinking  about  getting  apet  ferret.  Will  a  ferret  get 
along  xvith  my  child  and  dog? 
Ferrets  and  dogs  usually  get  along  fine.  Ferrets 
should  not  be  left  alone  with  small  children  as  these 
animals  seem  to  be  attracted  to  fats  in  kid's  skin  and 
may  bite. 

Do  ferrets  require  special  care? 

A  home  must  be  "ferret  proofed"  to  avoid  escape  and 
ingestion  of  rubber  and  plastic  items.  Ferrets  should 
eat  ferret  food  or  a  premium  quality  dry  kitten  food. 
What  routine  veterinary  care  do  ferrets  require? 
Ferrets  are  very  susceptable  to  canine  distemper  and 
require  annual  vaccinations  for  this  disease  as  well  as 
for  rabies.  Ferrets  older  than  3  years  old  frequently 
develop  cancer  of  the  adrenal  glands,  pancreas  and 
lymphatic  system.

we're  flattered  that  this  liar  and  manipulator  tells  the  truth  to  us  and 
us  alone.  Think  of  Dedee  as  a  Jerry  Springer-era,  teenage-vixen 
version  of  Richard  III,  and  you'll  have  one  key  to  themovie,  but  not 
the  only  one. 

The  Opposite  of  Sex  is  a  comedy  about  one  volatile  catalyst — 
Dedee  —  dropping  into  a  group  of  dissimilar  people  and  forcing 
them  to  discover  their  similarities.  Of  course,  that  isn't  Dedee's  aim; 
her  focus  is  on  money,  and  Christina  Ricci's  somewhat  two- 
dimensional  style  works  for  this  single-minded  tramp.  Dedee  has  no 
depths  to  reveal — seduction  and  swindling  are  all  there  is  to  her.  Yet 
something  interesting  happens.  Even  though  Dedee  keeps  narrating, 
the  movie's  emphasis  shifts  from  her  to  the  people  whose  lives  she 
affects  —  something  like  the  better- scenes  in  To  Die  For,  when  we 
got  to  see  the  human  cost  of  Nicole  Kidman's  entertaining 
manipulations,  their  effect  on  the  hapless  kids  she  was  seducing. 

At  the  beginning,  after  Dedee's  rotten  stepfather  has  died,  she 
leaves  home  and  lands  on  the  doorstep  of  her  half-brother  Bill 
(Martin  Campbell),  a  gentle  gay  teacher  living  with  the  handsome 
goofball  Matt  (Ivan  Sergei).  Dedee  wastes  no  time  seducing  Matt  and 
running  away  with  him  (along  with  a  big  chunk  of  Bill's  money).  Bill 
takes  off  after  them,  accompanied  by  his  sort-of  sister-in-law  — 
Lucia  (Lisa  Kudrow),  whose  brother,  now  dead  of  AIDS,  was  once 
Bill's  lover.  As  if  Bill  didn't  have  enough  to  worry  about,  a  sleazy  little 
teen  hipster  (Johnny  Qalecki)  is  accusing  Bill  of  molesting  him. 

As  the  movie  goes  on,  the  meaning  of  the  title  comes  into  focus. 


Bill  and  Lucia  are  essentially  decent  but  also  sexless  in  their  own 
ways;  Bill  seems  too  nice  and,  well,  vanilla  to  have  much  carnal 
appetite  (thaf  s  why  the  accusation  against  him  is  such  a  joke),  while 
Lucia  is  a  brittle,  cynical  woman  who  rolls  her  eyes  at  all  the  sexual 
Musical  Chairs  the  characters  play.  These  two  form  the  moral  spine 
of  a  movie  that  seems,  at  first  glance,  to  be  cheerfully  amoral;  even 
those  who  reject  Dedee  can  hook  into  Bill  and  Lucia.  Campbell,  as 
always,  has  an  easy  and  intelligent  presence — we  have  faith  in  Bill's 
ability  to  pull  himself  out  of  this  mess.  Kudrow  gives  the  stand-out 
performance,  proving  she  has  more  in  her  portfolio  than  Phoebe, 
Ursula,  and  Michele;  Lucia  isn't  a  Mew  Age  ditz  but  a  tightly  wound, 
witty  fellow  teacher — the  first  truly  adult  woman  Kudrow  has  played. 

There  are  other  twists  and  complications,  which  111  let  you 
discover.  The  movie  is  a  comedy,  so  everything  clicks  together 
nicely  at  the  end,  with  all  the  characters  where  we  want  them  to  be. 
The  Opposite  of  Sex  is  the  directing  debut  of  Don  Roos,  who 
previously  wrote  Single  White  Female  and  Boys  on  the  Side;  he 
starts  with  Dedee's  nastiness  and  then  takes  us  deeper  into  human 
connections  and  motivations.  Ina  way,  Dedee  emerges  as  something 
of  a  heroine:  Her  lies  and  betrayals  force  the  more  decent  characters 
out  of  their  ruts  and  into  the  world.  They  find  themselves,  while 
Dedee  ends  up  in  a  shabby  motel  room  with  a  gun-waving  teen 
Jesus  freak. 

The  surprise  of  The  Opposite  of  Sex  is  how  compassionate  it 
turns  out  to  be,  despite  the  acidic  remarks  of  its  narrator;  it  even  has 
sympathy  for  Dedee  herself,  who  wields  all  this  manipulative  power, 
yet  is  essentially  powerless  to  be  anything  other  than  what  she  is.
